Thefe accounts ftate, vat Sir Edward Hughes failed 
from Madras, after patting his fquadron into circumftances of 
repair, as much as was prattitable, on the 27th of O&tober, 
and on the 31{t was joined by Sir Richard Bickerton, with five 
fhips of the line from England, which made his {quadron equal 
to 14 fail of the line; with thefe they attacked the French fleet, 
which were only 16 fail of theline, the fame thips that were 
in the engagement in Seprember. Whether the action was 
fought off Trincumale, ‘or whéther the French was retarning 
' to the fouthward, is not yet Kitown F but the action is faid to 
have been decifive ; and it is mére than probable the recapture

| The report of another engagement in the Eaft-Indies, on

ed to protect them. Phe Dureh Governor at the Cape fent a 
party of foldiers to the affiftance of the thip’s company. Capt. 
Dumency had the difmal relation, with all the particulars ; bat 
when he was taken, it was thrown overbuard with the. reft of 
his difpatches. /bid. 

By letters from Conftantinople, dated Feb. 29. we learn, 
that a confpiracy had been planned to murder the Grand Sig- 
nior. The plot was luckily difcovered within a few hours of 
its taking place, by one of the confpirators. It appears, that it 
was fet on foot by a company of difaffected Janiffaries, who for 
fome mifdemeanor had been fufpended from their pay. Three 
of the ringleaders were in{tantly put to death. 

On Sunday laft, and not before, Mr Hartley fet off for 
France. He was detained on account of the difpatches being 
not finally prepared, as great pains have been taken in fettling 
the commercial plan which is to be offered to the American 
Commiflioners. The moft informed men in the kingdom have 
been advifed with in this bufinefs, and we hear that a fyftem is 
at length fully digefted, which, if it is eftablifhed, will do much 
towards recovering the important communication and corre- 
fporidence between the two countries.
